Gentrif ication fails to curb Bronzeville violence

Kajaunce Morton placed his regular order 
for a cheeseburger, collected his change and 
waited for his food inside a South Side take- 
out restaurant popular with locals and police. 

Suddenl}^ two males, with hoodies pulled 
up about their faces, charged in. One dis- 
played a gun and pulled the trigger as Morton, 
i6, sought safety behind another customer. 
The gun jammed. He pulled the trigger again. 
The gun jammed again. 

He pulled the trigger a third time. This 
time the weapon fired, striking Morton in the 
head. 

Mortally wounded, Morton lay crumpled 
on the scuffed white linoleum floor inside Al- 
ice’s Bar-B-Que, a few feet from a handwritten 
poster on which was written the biblical admo- 
nition: “Don’t let the sun go down while you 
are angry and do not give the devil a foothold.” 

Despite a wave of gentrification, violence 
has maintained a foothold on this commer- 
cial stretch of 43rd Street in Bronzeville. 
Morton’s killing in July marked the second 
fatal shooting at the restaurant since its pit- 
master was mistakenly killed in a 2011 gang 
shooting while taking a smoke break outside. 
And the larger Grand Boulevard community 
in the southern half of Bronzeville, has seen 
38 killings over the past five years, about the 
same death toll as in the previous five years, 
Chicago police statistics show 

The violence has continued despite suc- 
cessful efforts to revitalize the Bronzeville 
area, once a booming African-American com- 
mercial district. On 43rd, the city is entertain- 
ing bids to redevelop properties, including a 
shuttered liquor store, in a three-block sec- 
tion a few blocks from Alice’s Bar-B-Que. 

Much of the violence is believed to be 
gang-related. The area around the restaurant 
has long been a hotbed of conflict among rival 
gangs and gang factions. 

The violence has shaken Gregory Johnson, 
longtime owner of Alice’s, named after his 
grandmother who ran a soul-food restaurant 
at 29th and State streets in the late 1930s and 
early 1940s. 

“This is the worst I’ve seen it. It’s frighten- 
ing, let me tell you,” he said in a recent inter- 
view at his restaurant. “I don’t know what to 
do sometimes, whether to close the doors or 
what.” 

Johnson hopes the redevelopment and gen- 
trification will drive down violent crime, but 
for now he keeps a watchful eye on his busi- 
ness. At his desk inside his office, two comput- 
er monitors show live feeds from a dozen secu- 
rity cameras installed around the restaurant. 


‘And that still ain’t enough,” he said of the 
cameras, chuckling. “I need a drone out there 
flying around. God have mercy on us.” 

With just 33 cents in his pocket, Morton 
was waiting for his food about 10 p.m. July 18 
when a teen with whom he had been feud- 
ing happened to walk by and spotted Morton 
through the window facing 43rd, authorities 
said. The gunman, identified by prosecutors 


as Denzel “D Mac” Lewis, 16, walked in with 
an accomplice, charges allege. 

Johnson did not witness the shooting but 
said a security camera captured the scene. 
Morton tried to make a run for the door but 
was unable to escape before his rival entered 
the restaurant. 

Morton tried to hide behind a customer, 
“literally climbing on his back,” Johnson said.

When the gun fired, the bullet went through 
Morton’s left hand and lodged in his head. He 
died the next day 

“With no remorse, cold-blooded,” John- 
son said. “It was frightening, I tell you, seeing 
somebody getting executed like that.” 

Lewis, who was convicted of aggravated rob- 
bery as a juvenile, was charged with first-degree 
murder this month and ordered held without 
bail. The accomplice has not been arrested. 

Johnson, who has run Alice’s since 1980, 
has thought of relocating but doesn’t think 
there’s a way to escape the violence plaguing 
the South Side. 

“It’s terrible, and it’s not just here,” he said. 
“It’s all over the city these young people just 
taking each other lives.” 

A devout Baptist who keeps a Bible on his 
desk, Johnson has religious messages scat- 
tered about his restaurant. A tattered old 
CeaseFire sticker that says, “Don’t shoot I 
want to grow up,” hangs from a door. 

“I just hate to see two lives destroyed like 
that,” Johnson said of the murder involving the 
two juveniles. “Sixteen ain’t begun to live yet.”

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Proposed 2015 budget 
increases rail service 
during rush hour

CTA riders will not have to pay more for 
fares next year, but they will see an increase 
in rail service during rush hour, according to 
the transit agenc/s proposed 2015 budget re- 
leased early Monday 

The freezing of fares is good news for riders 
who last year endured an increase in the cost 
of unlimited ride passes and the price of rides 
from O’Hare Airport, from $2.25 to $5. 

The CTA is proposing a $1.44 billion oper- 
ating budget in 2015 that is about 4 percent 
higher than this year’s $1.38 billion operating 
budget and depends on ridership gains. 

In a statement, CTA President Forrest 
Claypool credited management reforms 
for paring down the $308 million deficit he 
inherited when he took over leadership of 
the agency in 2011. The Tribune reported 
this month that Claypool has fired about 
900 employees during his tenure, more than 
8 percent of the agency’s total positions. 

The CTA board has to approve the final 
budget, which pays for one of the largest in- 
creases in rail service since the agency’s 2012 
plan to make buses and trains less crowded by 
adding service to 48 bus routes and nearly ev- 
ery rail route. 

The controversial 2012 decrowding plan 
included cuts to about a dozen partial or full 
CTA bus routes. No cuts or increases to bus 
service were listed in the proposed 2015 bud- 
get plan. 

“Current systemwide bus service has ad- 
equate capacity to absorb a slight increase in 
ridership,” CTA spokesman Brian Steele said 
in an e-mail to RedEye. 

By year’s end, the CTA expects to log 
5i8.9millionrides,a2percentdecreasefromthe 
532.2 million trips in 2013. The agency expects 
to record 284 million bus rides, a 5.4 percent 
decrease versus 2013 and 234.9 million train 
rides, a 2.5 percent increase. 

The agency projects 522.5 million rides in 
2015. 

“This spending plan not only maintains vi- 
tal transit service in neighborhoods across the 
city it continues unprecedented investment 
to modernize the system to benefit riders to- 
day while building a strong foundation for the 
future,” Mayor Emanuel said in a statement 
about the proposal released over the weekend. 

The increase in rush-hour rail trips comes 
as more riders have been shifting from bus to 
train. About 54 percent of the CTA rides are 
on bus while 46 percent are on rail. In 2008, 
62 percent of rides were on bus while 38 per- 


cent were on rail. 

This year, rail ridership is up 4.8 percent 
compared with 2013 while bus ridership is 
down 9.2 percent, according to CTA data 
through July The CTA has blamed declining 
bus ridership this year on the polar vortex 
and the completion of the southern Red Line 
project last year that saw buses replace trains. 

Southern Red Line service is up and run- 
ning this year, eliminating the need of shuttle 
bus service that padded CTA bus ridership 
numbers last year. 

Still, bus ridership has been declining year 
over year for more than a year and a half, accord- 
ing to CTA data. The CTA said there has been a 
nationwide shift from bus to rail ridership. 

On the rail side, riders will see a continua- 
tion of projects next year including a four-year, 
$492 million upgrade of the O’Hare branch 
of the Blue Line and connecting subway; a 
$203 million modernization of the Wilson 
Red Line stop in Uptown; and a $240 million 


rehab of the 95th Street Red Line station in 
the Roseland area. 

The CTA also anticipates next year com- 
pleting preliminary studies on the effect 
the long-awaited extension of the Red Line 
to 130th Street would have on surrounding 
neighborhoods and the modernization of the 
northern end of the Red Line that would in- 
clude upgrading four stations and construct- 
ing a controversial flyover near the Belmont 
stop in Lakeview 

Bus projects include the addition of new 


40 -foot diesel Nova buses, replacing buses 
more than a decade old. The CTA also is ex- 
pected next year to complete the implemen- 
tation of its new software to track the loca- 
tion of every in-service CTA bus in real-time 
to improve bus bunching and gaps in service, 
two areas that the CTA has struggled with 
this year. 

A public hearing about the budget is set for 
6 p.m. Nov 17 at CTA headquarters, 567 W 
Lake St.

Police to check bags for explosives 


Screenings will start next 
week at CTA V stations

Riders and a public transit expert expressed 
skepticism about a Chicago police plan to 
stop some rush-hour riders before they pass 
through rail station turnstiles to screen their 
bags for explosives. 

There is “no known terrorist threat” that 
prompted the new procedure slated to begin 
the week of Nov 3, Nancy Lipman, Chicago 
police commander for public transportation, 
said Friday at a news conference announcing 
the initiative. 

Chicago police spokesman Marty Maloney 
says the security measure is a “proactive, pro- 
tective measure.” 

“We know that surface transportation has 
been targeted in other places in the past {Ma- 
drid, New York, London, Russia] and want to 
take whatever precautions possible,” Maloney 
told RedEye. 

Amtrak and the New York City and Wash- 
ington transit stations employ a similar 
screening measure, Lipman said. While offi- 
cials won’t disclose the pricetag for the CTA 
security initiative, it is being fully funded 
with part of a $3.5 million federal anti-ter- 
rorism grant. 

Some CTA riders Friday said they were 
concerned that passengers stopped for bag 
checks could opt out of the procedure. Joseph 
Schwieterman, a DePaul professor specializ- 
ing in transportation issues, said it’s difficult 
for mass transit systems to provide airport- 
level security 

“Unfortunately, it’s needle in a haystack 
trying to identify vulnerabilities in mass 


transit systems,” Schwieterman said. “We 
have hundreds and hundreds of access points 
to our stations.” 

Chicago police say they will randomly se- 
lect one rail station each day to set up the 
screening table outside the rail turnstiles dur- 
ing rush hour. Lipman said most of the sta- 
tions will be downtown but other stops will 
be included as well. 

A team of four to five officers will man the 
table, which wiU have two explosives testing 
machines. 

Police wiU approach riders, whom they 
have randomly selected by picking a random 
number that morning, Lipman said. 

For example, if police pick the number 10, 
they will ask the loth person who enters the 
station, then the 20th and so on, Lipman said. 

Police say they will swab the outside of the 
bags but wiU not open them during the test. 

Cloth rubbed on the bag is inserted into 
the testing machine. At that point, a positive 
or negative result registers on the machine’s 
screen. 

Riders who pass the test are free to enter 
the turnstiles. Officers will ask to inspect the 
bags of riders who fail the test. Police say the 
machines are testing the presence of explo- 
sives, not drugs. 

The whole process should take “less than a 
minute,” Lipman said during the Friday press 
conference at the Clinton stop on the Green 
and Pink lines. “We expect it to have no im- 
pact on a customer’s commute time.” 

Riders who refuse to have their bag 
swabbed won’t be allowed to get on the 
train— in fact they’ll be ordered to leave the 
station. But they can head to another station 
to board the train, police said. 


Or, if police suspect the rider is involved in 
“further suspicious activity and if we deter- 
mine that probable cause exists to stop him/ 
her for questioning, we might do so,” Malo- 
ney said. Riders who say no to the swabbing 
but try to enter that station’s turnstiles face 
arrest, police say 

The screenings at stations will occur “sev- 
eral times a week,” police said. 

Michael Garcia, 30, said he typically car- 
ries a backpack when he rides CTA trains 
from Skokie to the Midway Airport Orange 
Line every day for work. Garcia said he would 
agree to testing if he is asked but questioned 
whether there could be a better process. 

“If they swab one random person’s bag, 
what about the next person who might have 
something?” Garcia asked. “I think it’s just a 
waste of money and time.” 

CTA spokesman Brian Steele said the 
screenings will be performed during rush 
hour so riders won’t have to worry about miss- 
ing their train if they undergo the test because 
of continual train service. 

More than 229 million CTA rail rides were 
taken in 2013. The CTA has more than 140 
rail stations. 

Tim Looney who typically rides the Brown 
Line to the Clark/Lake Loop station for work, 
said he doesn’t believe this program will be 
successful because riders can opt out of the 
screenings. 

“It seems like the way they’re announcing 
it, they’re letting us know you can just leave 
the station and go to the next station if you 
had a bomb in your bag. To me, I just don’t 
imagine too many people would get caught,” 
said Looney of Andersonville.

City wants universal 
app for hailing taxis

The rapidly expanding rides-for-hire industry 
in Chicago is undergoing more change Monday 

Customers will no longer be able to arrange 
a regular taxi or a black-car pickup using Hailo, 
one of several smartphone apps that have de- 
buted to a strong reception from consumers 
who appreciate shorter wait times and the abil- 
ity to prearrange payment using a credit card. 

London-based Hailo, citing “astronomical 
marketing” costs and difficulties competing 
with other technology companies, ended op- 
erations Sunday across the U.S. and Canada. 

Now, the city of Chicago is preparing to 
enter the contest. It will implement one or 
more universal smartphone apps to connect 
riders with the closest available taxi among all 
cabs in the city rather than a customer hail- 
ing online from a specific company The apps 
are designed to provide one-stop shopping for 
taxis and also “can help level the playing field” 
between taxis and ride-sharing services, city 


officials said. 

Instead of coming directly from private 
vendors, the Chicago Department of Busi- 
ness Affairs and Consumer Protection is pre- 
paring to solicit bids from companies to de- 
velop at least one universal app the public can 
use to order taxis, officials said. 

The winner of the contract will have the de 
facto backing of the city, just as the Chicago 
Department of Transportation partnered 
with Alta Bicycle Share to create the Divvy 
bicycle-sharing rental program. 

The city “wants to ensure that a competi- 
tive procurement process is followed and 
respected” in connection with the universal 
app, said Mika Stambaugh, spokeswoman for 
the Department of Business Affairs and Con- 
sumer Protection, which regulates the rides- 
for-hire industry in Chicago. 

The top priorities for the universal app are 
that “riders find it easy enough to use, and, 
most importantly, are protected.”

Survey: split pedestrian, 
cyclist lanes on lakef ront

If the loud chorus from the public is any indi- 
cation, Chicago’s lakefront path finally could 
get the separate cyclist and pedestrian lanes 
for which frequent users have been begging, 
under state plans to overhaul North Lake 
Shore Drive. 

The Illinois Department of Transportation 
released a list of the top ideas for revamping 
North Lake Shore Drive and the lakefront 
earlier this week that were submitted by 
members of the public online or during open 
planning meetings. Separating various users of 
the lakefront path topped the list; right now 
cyclists, pedestrians and others share the path. 

Since 2012, city and state transportation 
planners have been collecting and studying 
suggestions on how to transform the 8 o -year- 
old, y-mile stretch of the drive from Navy Pier 
north to where it ends in Edgewater. They are 
expecting to begin the massive construction 
project, which could cost up to $i billion in 
federal transportation dollars and take a de- 
cade to complete, no earlier than 2019. 

Though the most costly parts of the proj- 
ect could be efforts to revamp the roadway 
for motorists, the Top 5 suggestions on how 
to improve Lake Shore Drive and the parallel 
trail had little to do with driving. 

More than 260 commenters who have par- 
ticipated so far have said they would like to 
see separate lakefront trail pathways for cy- 
clists and pedestrians. Next on the list, with 
185 comments, are suggestions for improving 
public transit service on the drive. That could 
include installing an exclusive Bus Rapid 
Transit lane, increasing bus service or install- 
ing a light rail, the report said. And third on 
the list is a suggestion to improve east-west 
access to the lakefront trail at various points 
along the drive, with 134 comments. 

In addition, planners also are soliciting 
ideas from the Chicago Park District and 
members of the public, as well as transporta- 
tion experts and preservationists around the 
state about the best way to improve the area. 
Members of the public have been able to sub- 
mit ideas via an online form or in person at 
planning meetings. 

To reduce congestion on the lakefront 
path and keep joggers, cyclists, roller-bladers, 
pedestrians and beachgoers from colliding, 
the project might install boardwalks on the 
beaches or build multiple new trail paths, ac- 
cording to Guy Tridgell, an Illinois Depart- 
ment of Transportation spokesman. In peak

summer months, the lakefront path sees 
as many as 31,000 daily users, according to 
IDOT surveys. 

The volume of suggestions focusing on 
improving the lakefront trail and increasing 
public transportation on the lakefront could 
mean more people want to traverse the cor- 
ridor without cars, said Kyle Whitehead, a 
project director at the local advocacy group 
Active Transportation Alliance. 

“More people are looking to move through 
that corridor every year, and realistically 
there’s not space to widen or add lanes” to the 
drive, he said. “That would mean expanding 
access to alternative modes of transportation, 
and that’s why we’re seeing enthusiasm for 
making it safer or easier to ride your bike or 
walk and take public transit.” 

The next public meeting on the makeover 
of North Lake Shore Drive is slated for the 
summer of 2015, but members of the pub- 
lic can submit a comment anytime online at 
public.commentworks.com/nlsd/northlake- 
shoredrivecommentform.

Wash, state shooting baffles 
Native American community 


MARYSVILLE, Wash. Members of a tight-lcnit 
Native American community in Washington 
state were struggling Sunday to comprehend 
how a lifelong friendship among cousins 
ended with one of them gunning down the 
other two, along with three friends, in a high 
school cafeteria. 

The shooter and one girl, identified by a 
family friend as Zoe Galasso, were killed, while 
the other freshmen students were gravely 
wounded in the Friday morning shooting at 
Alarysville-Pilchuck High School, an hour’s 
drive north of Seattle. 

The rampage sent shock waves through the 
Tulalip Tribes, a Native American organization 
that operates two casinos and an outlet mall, 
and beyond to Marysville, population 63,000. 

“For our generation, we couldn’t have even 
fathomed something like this,” said Marysville 
resident Frank Ripley “For some of these kids, 
they’ve now heard about it so many times ... 
they almost in away are desensitized to it.” 

While police have not officially identified 


the gunman, family members told Reuters 
14-year-old Jaylen Fryberg was the shooter, and 
the two male victims were his cousins, Nate 
Hatch and Andrew Fryberg, ages 14 and 15. 

Hatch, in serious condition with a gunshot 
to the jaw, improved Sunday while Andrew 
Fryberg was in critical condition with a gunshot 
wound to the head, hospital officials said. 

Female victims Shaylee Chuckulnaskit 
and Gia Soriano, both 14, remained in critical 
condition at a different hospital, officials said. 
The shooter carried a .40 caliber handgun 
which he used to kill himself, police said. 

Family and tribal members recalled that the 
boys, especially Jaylen and Hatch, seemed like 
best friends, growing up doors away from each 
other near Marysville. 

“You would think there was some animosity 
that caused it but they were the best of friends, 
they were like brothers,” Don Hatch, Nate’s 
grandfather, told Reuters. ‘AH of us wonder 
why but we are trying to pray together and heal 
and forge on.”
